GERMAN WOMAN AT WORK 


TO KEEP HITLER'S ARMY 


WASHINGTON, J u n e 17 - l . l ’i 
— The treasu ry today ordered a 
nationw ide search for and seiz­ 
u re of an estimated $300,000 of 
A m erican money which the Axis 
is b elieved to b e trying to s m u g­ 
gle into this cou ntry for u se b y 
agents and spies.

Gallbladder Treatment Varied To Suit Cases 


By LOLAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


W E HA VK S PO K EN in the 
lest two articles this week of the 
cau ses and the natu re of gall­ 
b ladder disea.se. Most of this we 
have fou nd to he infection du e to 
the constant stream of b acteria 
and tox ins which come throu gh

the portal stream throu gh the in­ 
testine into the liver. Gallb ladder 
disease it natu rally very common 
and ab ou t 40 per cent of all adu lts 
have some degree of it, ranging 
from a mild catarrhal inflamma­ 
tion of the gallb ladder to actu al 
gallstones. 
As we said, also, the manifes­ 
tations of gallb ladder disease are 
mostly dyspepsia, su ch as lack 
of a pp e tite , d isc om fort a f te r 
meals, especially formation of gas 
and b elching. The severe cases of 
gallstone colic with pain and jau n­ 
dice are greatly in the minority. 


Relief Withou t Operation 


W hat to do ainiu t a given case 
depends on the ju dgm ent of the 
physician. 
It is always possib le 
to operate on these casas when the 
attacks b ecome crippling or inter­ 
fere with daily comfort and daily 
health, b u t it »* also tru e that 
ru nny of them go on for many 
♦ ears cau sing very little trou b le. 
For instance, in a series of cases 
reported to the American Medical 
Association, 37 per cent of chronic 
cases had satisfactory relief over 
an average of more than eight 
years withou t an operation. 
In the m anagement of these 
cases the diet shou ld receive tho 
u tmost consideration. In the first 
place, we know—as pointed ou t in 
an earlier article this week—that 
a fat diet will empty the gall­ 
b ladder and since most of its 
trou b le is du e to the retention of 
infective material, the u se of the 
yolk of an egg or toast heavily 
coated with b u tter once or twice 
a day will drain a mildly infected 
gallb ladder as well as anything 
else. 


Incidentally, it is also known 
tha t many of the cathartic snits 
will drain the gallb ladder and a 
^mall dose of phosphate of soda 
in a half-glass of w ater in the 
m orning b efore b reakfast has a 
very b eneficial » ffect. 
Bile salts 
are often given to modify the 
thickness of the b ile. 
Most important of all, however, 
is to keep the amou nt of any meal 
down. A stu dy of a large aeries 
of cases indicates that most of the 
attacks of gallstone colic or from 
an infected gallb ladder come on at 
IO or l l o’clock at night afte r the 
patient has gone to b ed after a 
heavy evening meal. 
For a person over the age of 40. 
cu tting down on the am ou nt of 
any meal b y at least one-third 
wou ld not only redu ce attacks, b u t 
b e good for the general health. 
Su ggested articles for su ch a diet 
a r e : 
Brea kfa st; Melb a toast with 
b u tter; cooked cereal with cream ; 
one egg. 
Lu n ch eo n : 
C u stard; 
a small 
serving of fish or meat. 
Din n er: Baked potato with b u t­ 
ter; small serving of m eat; toast 
with b u tter; stewed or fresh fru it. 
CH KSTIONS AND ANSWERS 
K. P .: If one tab let of thiamn 
chloride is taken after each mea 
b y an adu lt, is that too many'. 
W hat are the symptoms, if any, 
tha t the b ody is getting too mu ch 
thiam in chloride? 
A nsw er: The dosage you men­ 
tion is moderate. 
There is no 
grea t agreement ab ou t the tox icity 
of thiamin chloride. The only harm 
it does is to impair the vitamin in­ 
take of the b ody and some people 
think when too mu ch of it Is taken 
it prevents the ab sorption of other 
vitamins.
